Genrieuen :—An ides of duty prompts me 
on this occasion to solicit pdm mare of 
your trust. 

The proposition to make British Columbia 
in future an integral portion of the Dominion 
of Canada has been reduced to a series of 
definite “*Terms of Union.” Upon the elec- 
tors now rests the grave responsibility of de- 
terming whether those terms are suitable, 
sufficient, and calculated to promote the pro- 
gress and prosperity of British Columbia 
hereafter, and whether they will become 
partners in the weal or woe of Canada, and 
if the answer be in the affirmative, of leading 
her to and becoming part of her, Destiny and 
Futvre. 

If the choice of a Tariff be, as at present, a 
mere election either of that of Canada or that 
of British Columbia as either exists, I must,in 
order to coincide with you, choose that. of 
Canada; but, at the same time, I fear that 
when the Canadian Tariff and bxcise Law 
are put in force, much injury will accrue 
there from to our farming, brewing and other 
producing interests. The inducements to 
settle upon, clear and cultivate our lands 
will, at least, be diminished, and the benefits 
arising from the Union will neither be so 
great nor so pure as they ought and might be 
made, and probably are by many expected to 
be. , 
There may, however, be even yet an stom 
of hope that before the terms of Union are 
disposed of, certain amendments of the Tariff 
will be allowed; in that case I ask for dis- 
cretionary power to use that or other con- 
cession for the purpose of preventing, as far 
as possible, the injury likely to accrue to our 


farming and some industrial interests from |, T 


the forthcoming revolution, and of making 
the projected public works the means of 
building up and strengthening our own beau- 
tifal country and the Dominion, iastead of 
serving that purpose for a jealous rival. No 
alteration of the terms will be required for 
this purpose. I need scarcely add that the 
prosperity of Victoria and that of our pro- 
ducing interests are intimately connected and 
in some measure dependent upon each other., 

The substitution of a purely representative 
and responsible for the present form of 
Government may be regacded as one of the 
consequences of Confederation. 

The determination of the site for the Ter- 
minus of the Canadian Pacific Railroad must 
depend very much upon the objects the Cana- 
dian Government have in view in undertaking 
such @ gigantic work ; the cost and practica- 
bility of the various routes, the advantages of 
each for the rurpose required. Itis probable 
that the main object may be the acquisition 
of an easy, short and expeditious route to 
China and the East through British Territory, 
for the purpose, amorg others, of British 
and European commerce; Secondly, for 
domestic uses, such as the settlement 
of the country, rapidity of communication, 
defeuce and various others: For the purposes 
of commerce the Railway must have its ter- 
minus at some good seaport conver ient to the 
Pacific Ocean and superior to that of its rival 
—the North Pacific Railway. Vancouver 
Island possesses such sea portsand isin reality 
the seaboard of British Columbia.’’ The 
precise locality of the Termiuus, bowever, 
must in reality be settled after the scientific 
survey shall have been completed. The subject 
is. of much importance and naturally causes 
considerable interest and concern ; but it is 
hoped the friecds ofUnion will takecare to see 
Vancouver Island protected in this particular 
and thus prevent it becoming a cause of 
bostility or hindrance to (0 sfederation. 

It is but natural that onavoidable, impend- 
ing and radical organic changes, the effect of 
which upon units cannot be clearly forseen, 
should create in many a feeling of dread and 
distrust of the future. That the effect of Con- 
federation will be advantageous to some per- 
sons, places and interests, and inimical and. 
confusing to others, is more than probable ; 
byt taking the country generally, its present 
simultantously into congideration, Union 
seems calculated to be beneficial to the coun- 
try, considered as a whole, if not immediate~ 
ly, at least in the not distant future.

A tax upon unimproved lands shall have 
my warmest support. 

A supply of wholesome water for the city 
is urgently required; and I will support any 
practical measure to secure it. 

My interests are identical with yours. I 
earnestly desire to see this city, and the mag- 
nificent country of which it isthe capital, 
prosperous and progressive ; and if you elect 
me as one of your ‘members, I will use my 
best exertions to secure that result.

Viscount Milton read @ paper on the 
railway routes across British North 
America, and the physical aspects of the 
country. He described the route which 
be proposed for a railway across British 
North america, connecting the Atlantic 
aod Pacifie Oceans. The railway ;would 
start from and form a junction with the 
Grand Trank Railway, and then pass on 
the north of the lakes to Fort Garry. 
From Fort Garry, the line would be 
carried across the plains to Fort Edmon- 
stone. Up to this point there. was not 
the slightest obstacle in the way. The 
railroad, in fact, would simply be laid 
down without eca’tings or tuonellings. 
The western part of the line would be 
more difficalt of constraction, passing 
through a mountainous region, and 
British Columbia, and on to the Pacific 
Watershed, the terminating point being 
New Westminster. In the first portion 
of territory through which the lise 
would pass (bere was sbandance of tim- 
ber, and just when the engineering diffi- 
culties began there were beds of coal, 
some of them 16 feet thick, which could 
be worked from the surface. One great 
advantage of making the line through 
Buitish North America was that the In- 
dians were not hostile. Throughoot all 
his travels in that vast region he had 
never had anything stolen by Indians. 
The barbor of Esquimalt, at the termina- 
tion of the live, was one of the most 
magnificent in the world, being capable 
of holding sny number of vessels of any 
size 

Sir Broderick Murchison said he 
thought the difficulty would ‘be not 80 
much in the western country, where the 
coal beds were ; but how to get over 
the rocky region, the great bodies of 
water in which were at present passed 
by portages.
